Success or X'a|,iliir e v 

How diverae 'the same object often 
appears, viewed from different stand- 
points. Tbisis strikingly illustrtited 
in the, case of the. Government laud 
. flale.held in this city, on Tuesday. The 
organ of the Government congratulates 
its masters''up6n the success of the 
sale.. The independent press tiiimts 
the Government with failure. Lookiii;^ 
at tlio miitler from u sbort-sigh tod, sel- 
fish point of view, the oi'i^an is, no 
doiibt, correct; for that the (.^(-luii of 
the trunsaotion lias fiiUon to ihoor^iiu, 
-'and the auctioneer, which is niiich liie 
same thinj^, scorns V)eyoud question. 
But, looking at the matter from a jmb- 
lio point of view, the result presents a 
very different aspect, llogurdiiiy it 
purely in the ii^lit of a conmiercial 
transaction, it is diilicult to undor- 
Rtaud how the sale o;ui justly ho con- 
sidered a success. Cciuiniencing in 
July, this great land siUo has been 
puffed aud paraded before tiio pulilic 
ever since. It has bocu advertised and 
"touted" ill all tho Government or- 
gans and in foreign newspapers. A 
large nilmber of maps were struck off 
at San Francisco, "at a great outlay;" 
sheaves of catalogues were, printed at 
the public expense; the auctioneer 
made long and costly pilgrimages in 
foreign parts and through the section 
of country in which the land is situat- 
ed. And what has come of it all V 
Eighteen purchasers wore got together, 
and they bought on an average less 
than live hundred acres apiece! 'SLora 
than thirty-seven thousand acres wore 
offered, and only a trillo over ci/jiit 
thousand sold; and the average ])rice 
obtained for what was represented as 
tho most desirable ug'ricultural huid in 
the country did not c^uite reach the mag- 
nificent sum of one dollar aud a rp-.ar- 
tor an acre, — less than one-half of tlie 
iip.set price jjlaced upon tin? i)ul<Iic do- 
main by one of tliosi-- ln'antil'nl "( )i-il(n-siii 
Conncil" in wliicli our preci'ms :i() c;illi!il

Uufoi^t unate.ly no sindi law jHcvails with 
us, but that W(i must iiotbi^ lei! into judg- 
ing by conj|Kuis()n with great besinc-is 
commniiitics. In oiu^ of such ]daccs, for 
instaucu, tho sale of lUOO barrels of sugar 
■would not be regarded as a very great 
ovent, whilotlie sale of ono unbroken bar- 
rol of sugar by a retail dealer may be a 
very uncommon occurrence.

Thosum- 
mouH ill his case will tlioroforo bo dis- 
missed, but without costs. As he is not 
only i^n ' iinporter of gobds. but Ite has 
contintied to advertise uimselt as a whole- 
sale luoruliant, and it is almost an insult 
to him to grant him any but a Wholesale 
lioonoo.
